ThHese are the Secret Service ex-
penditures in 191C that amounted to B380,0003 in
1909, B279,000; in 1908, B287,000. Also, the budget
included a large item for "Hiscellanecus Police
Expenditures” of which expenditures a portion 1s
not subject to publication.
